THE RELICS OF TOYOTOMI 
IIMDEYOSHT. 

° INTERESTING RTORY ALOUT THE 
VHILIPPINES, 

An oxhihition of the relics of Toyotomi 
Hideyoshi, populirly known as Thikosama, 
is to bé held at Kyoto in April next, by 
the -Hokokukai, -socioty organized to 
perpetuate the decds of the great horo. 
Mr Osawa Yoshiyuki, a member of the 
committee of tho society, haa been 
searching for relics which may be in 
possession of the families of the former 
Daimyo. Amongst thy numerous curlesi- 
ties and ancient relics already collected 
he has found amongst those owned by the 
family“of Marquis Mayedi, tho late hoad of 
the Kanazawa clan, a scroll containing o 
record of what occurred when gidigoyoshi 
seut Harada Magoshichiro to! asngo 
(Formosa) in the 11th month of the 2nd 
year of Bunroku (1693). It {s atafed that. 
Harada frequently visited the South Seas 
and carried on trade with the islands thero, 
and whon Hidoyoshi acnt an expedition to 
Corea, Harada desired him to devert 
his army te the Philippines. --He-per- 
suaded Hideyoshi- to send o — most 
insolent and offensive letter to Manila, 
with a yeiw to incite tho anger of tho 
Spanish garrison and open war with tho 
Phi ippines. But the Spanish authorities 
there being conscious of the fact that they 
cotid not withstand an invasion. by Japan, 
sent n messenger to offer tribute. By this 
timo Hideyoshi had already sent the expedi- 
tion to Corea, and he was then at Nagoya, 
Hizen, for the purpose of assuming personal 
direction of the warfaro, Hirada was with 


hima at Nagoya. On hearing of the arrival of | 


the messenger from Manila, Hideyoshi waa 
gieatly pleased, and ‘so highly appreciated 
the ‘services of Harad, that he ranked hint 
among the attendants of the family, grant- 
ing hin an annual incume. of 500 bags of. 
rice. -Harada was subsequently sent to 
Formosa with. a letter-asking why the 
Farmosans did not sent an antbassador to 
show submission to Japan aud to pay 
tribute like the Luchu and the Philippines.

RS" STRIKE, 
THE CONDITIONS SUBMITTED OY THE 
— EMPLOYERS 

The following aro the principal: terms 
qubmitted by the ropresentatives of the 
employers at the conference prior to the 
recently reported settlement of the Engi- 
neers’ Striko:— . We ne 

Freedom of Management.—The federated 
employers, whilo disayowing any intention 
of interfering with the proper functions of 
trades-unions, will adinit no interference 
with the management of their’ busin : 
and reserve to théniselves the right to intco- 
duce into any federated workshop, at the 
option of the employer concerned, any 
condition of labour. which any mem- 
bers .of tho trades-unions here represont- 
ed were working under at the commence- 
mont of the dispute in any of the 
workshops of the federated employers ; 
but in the event of any trade-union desiring 
to raise any question arising therefrom, a 
ineeting can be arranved by application to 
the secretary of the employers’ focal 
association to discuss the matter. 
Nothing in the foregoing shalk be con- 
strucd as applying tu tho normal hours of 
work, or ty general rises and falls of wages, 
or ty rates of remuncration fur employ- 
went. Every workman shall be fres to 
belong te a trade-union or not as ho may 
think fit. Every employer shall be froc to 
cmpluy uny man, whether he belong or 
not to a trade-union. Every workinun 
who elects ta work ina federated work- 
shop shall work peaceably and harmonious. 
ly with all hig fellow-employees, whether he 
or they belong toa traio-union or not, Heo 
shall atso-bortr eave such Smployment, 
but no oolloctive action shall be taken until 
the mutter has been dealt with under the 
piuvesiont for avoiding disputes, The 
ederation do not advise their members to 
object to union workmen or to give profer- 
ence to non-union workmen. 

Piccework,—The right to work by piece 
at present exercised by meny of the feder- 
ated omployors shall be ‘extended to all 
mombors of tho federation and to all their 
union workmen. ‘Tho pries to’ be paid for 
piecework shall be fixed by mutual ar- 
Tangoment Letwoen the employers and the 
workmen. The federation will not, coun- 
tenanos any.piecework conditions which 
will -not allow a worktman of average 
efficiency to earn at least tho wage at which 
he is rated. The federation rocommend 


that all wages and balances shall be pa 
through the office, - “ 

Overtina.When overtiine is necossar 
the federafed employers recommend the 
following as the basis ond guide :—That no 
man ha required to-work more than 40 
hours’ overtime in any four weeks after 
tho full shop houre have beon worked, 
allowanca boing made for timo lost through 
sickness or absenca with leave. Tt ig uns 
derstood that if mutually satisfactory to the 
local assooiation of employgrs and workaien 
concerned tho existing practitos toganding 
overtime may be continucd. 

Rating of Workmon—Rniployers. chall 
be -freo ty employ workman at rates of 
wages tnutually satisfactory, Thoy do nob 
object to the unions of any other body of 
worknten in theircollective capacity arrang» 
ing amongst themselves rates of waged at 
which thoy will ocapt work } but whild. 
sdmitting this position, thuy decline. to 
enforoo the rule of any socisty ox ah 
agreement betweon any sociaty and’ its 
stombors,. The ttnions will att interfere in 
any way with the Wayos of workmon outside 
thelr own unions. Goneral. alterations in 
the ratesof wages in any district or districts 
will ba negotiated betwoen employers and 
the workmen,
